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the beginning of the all-out surrender which is now 
proposed for the middle of May. But first we shall 
list other chores which, without seriously affecting 
the desired concentration, should still be performed. 
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The following letter to the Editor about the stu¬ 
dents* loyalty oath appeared on Page 23 of the Janu¬ 
ary 2, I960 issue of National Review: 


In his article on the loyalty oath controversy 
(Dec. 5), Mr. Buckley states: "Loyalty oaths of 
this general kind tend to be of little practical use 
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in protecting the state against subversion. Subver¬ 
sives tend not to hesitate to swear falsely. ,f This 
argument is demonstrably false. Since Alger Hiss 
and William Remington were convicted for perjury, 
Communists have consistently refused to sign non- 
Communist affidavits. 

Until the Kent and Dayton cases were handed down 
by the United States Supreme Court in 1958, all 
applicants for U.S. passports were required to 
sign a non-Communist affidavit similar to the oath 
required by the National Defense Education Act. 
After the Supreme Court ruled that the State Depart¬ 
ment could no longer make this requirement, 
immediately some seven hundred Communists and 
pro-Communists applied for and received United 
States passports. These same seven hundred 
persons had not dared to apply for a U.S. passport 
while the non-Communist affidavit was required, 
because they feared a perjury charge. The non- 
Communist affidavit served as an effective instru¬ 
ment in preventing Communists and fellow travelers 
from taking secret messages to their Communist 
superiors abroad, from going to the Lenin School 
of Political Warfare for advanced training in 
espionage, sabotage and subversion, and from re¬ 
turning with instructions and propaganda to deceive 
our people. The non-Communist affidavit required 
by the National Defense Education Act is just as 
effective in preventing Communists and fellow 
travelers from receiving a college education at 
the taxpayers 1 expense, and thereby gaining access 
to important scientific information. 

The chief reasons why there is such a clamor to 
repeal the loyalty oath and the non-Communist 
affidavit from the National Defense Education Act 
is because they are of proven practical value in 
protecting the state against subversion.
